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RAILROADS IVEN 
RIGHT TO REDUCE 
| RATES ON COTTON 


Commission’s Approval 
Placed To Permit Rail 
Carriers Within’ the 
State “To Meet Motor 
Truck Competition.” 


FARMERS TO SAVE 
UP TO $1.50 A BALE 


New Rates Also Will 
Create Competitive Buy- 
ing of Cotton in the In- 
terior, Order Says. 


An order approving reduced rail- 
rond freight rates on cotton within 
the state, was issued Wednesday by 
the Georgia public service commis- 
sion to permit the rail carriers “to 
meet motor truck competition.” 

Chairman James A. Perry, of the 
commission, in making public the ac- 
tion of that body, said that evidence 
submitted to the commission showed 
the reduced rates will save farmers 
from 50 cents to $1.50 per bale in 
freight cost and will create competi- 
tive buying of cotton in the interior 
“that has not heretofore existed.” 

The new rates, which are the same 
for compressed and uncompressed cot- 
ton. under the order, are to become 
effective on one day's notice by pub- 
lication and filing. of tariffs with the 


commission. 

At a hearing here Tuesday the Au- 
gusta Cotton Exchange and several 
interior cotton buyers and compress- 
ors, protested against the wroposed 
increase on the groynds that the re- 
‘duction would destroy the interior 
compresses -and cotton markets and 
eventually the port cities would be 
the only cotton markets in (ieorgia, 
The Savannah Board of Trade and 
some buyers from the interior advo- 
cated the new rates. 

The commission, through the office 
of Chairman Perry. issued the follow- 
ing. in the form of a statement on 
the order reducing the rates: 

“Under the present scheme of rates 
it costs much more to ship cotton un- 
compressed than if compressed. except 
that where cotton is moving for ‘is- 
tances of more than 200 miles the 
railroads will absorb the cost of com- 
pressing it at the interior compresses, 
which gives to the interior compresses 
and cotton buyers a distinct advan- 
tage over the compresses and buyers 
at the ports or interior mill points. 
if the cotton is handled to these 
points in uneompressed form and com- 
pressed at destination. as the present 
rates do not include the cost of com- 
pressing at tlestination. 

“The new rates are the same for 
both compressed and uncompressed 
eotten and all shippers will pay the 
same rate for the same distance, re- 
gardless of destination. The cotton 
may he compressed under the new 
rates in transit at the interior com- 
presses or at destination, but the cost 
of compressing will be in addition to 
the transportation rates, 

“The order of the commission shows 
that the commission is without power 
to prevent the railroads from reducing 
their rates to meet competition. pro- 
vided such reduced rates do not cre- 
ate discrimination. and it is the opin- 
ion of the commission that the rates 
heing the same for all distances with- 
out regard to destination, there can 
be no unjust diserimination.

Never too busy or too preoccupied for 


Davison was beloved by clients and 
employes alike. An interesting talker, 
he was a well-read, polished and court- 
ly gentleman. 
Work, Fishing Only Hobbies. 

His work was Mr. Davison's hobby, 
and, apart from his great love of re- 
tail merchandising, his most intense 
interest was in fishing. He 


nnd his friends frequently fished, and 
he was fond of going to Florida after 
the “big ones.” He was an expert 
angler. 

Mr. Davison was one of the organ 
izers of the Atlanta Retail Merchants 
Association two decades ago, and for 
a number of years was president of the 
organization, His favorite charity was 
the Old Ladies Home. and he was 
president of the home for several 
years, giving liberally of his time and 
resources, 

Mr. Davison had a remarkable and 
well catalogued memory for reminis- 
cences of bygone days. He could re- 
call the facts of marriages and births 
and deaths with an accuracy and a 
speed which astonished his friends, 
and his store of necdotes of those days 
was almost inexhaustible. 

Born In England. 

An Atlantan for more than 40 
years, Mr. Davison was born in Mor 
peth, England, and came to _ this 
country as a young boy. He became 
the dean of Atlanta mercantile’ men 
on the death several years ago of

Some Delay in Getting 
Assurance of Aid Seen; 
Party Well Received. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—While 
no definite assurance of financial help 
for Atlanta and Fulton county is ex- 
pected from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation for a number of 
days, Mayor James L. Key, of At- 
lanta, and four members of his “re- 
lief’ committee were cordially receis ed 
today by Directors Couch, Jones and 
Cowles and John Lisle Herrington, 
one of the corporation’s leading con- 
struction engineers, before whom the 
mayor placed his application, 

“There are a few details of our 
applications for $10,000,000 to reno- 
vate the sewer system of Atlanta's 
metropolitan area. and $1,000,000 for 
direct relief in Atlanta and Fulton 
county, that we must amend before 
final action is taken,” said the mayor 
after his conference with the board 
directors, “but these details can be 
righted very easily. 1 was especially 
pleased with the efficient and smooth- 
running organization which the vor- 
poration has effected and we were 
shown every possible .courtesy.” 


Other Atlantans who accompanied 

the mayor to the headquarters of the 
corporation were Senator John 8. Co- 
hen, W. E. Mitchell, G. F. Longino 
and A. L. Belle Isle. Two members 
of the committee, Senator Cohen and 
Mr. Mitchell, will return to Atlanta 
tonight, while the others will remain 
until Friday morning to perfect the 
loan applications. 
_ Mayor Key declared that there was 
little, if any, doubt but that the com- 
mittee would receive substantial aid 
from the corporation and thaf he had 
no fault whatever to find with his 
reception or the attitude of the di- 
rectors with whom he talked. He 
looked extremely well and was espe- 
cially pleased with his airplane trip 
to Washington and with the “genuine” 
cordiality with which he was re- 
ceived “by all hands.”

Coincidental with the filing Wed- 
nesday of a partial report of a special 
council committee investigating utility 
rates in which it was charged that 
“eitizens in every section of the state 
are paying more for utility service 
than is justified,” Councilman J. W. 
Weaver, chairman, and president of 
the Consumers’ Utility Rate League 
of Georcia, hit Governor Richard B. 
Russell for appointment of Jule Fel- 
ton to membership on the Georgia pub- 
lic service commission, 

The report of the committee was 
filed Tuesday with council and warn- 
ed citizens against re-election of Fel- 
ton and Albert Woodruff, another 
member of the commission who is up 
for renomination. It also cited the 
“futility of appealing to the present 
commission for a reduction in rates 
because of past history of such peti- 
tions.” 

“It appears to me that Governor 
Russell should have been more care- 
ful than to appoint Mr. Felton, whose 
father represents a large utility com- 
pany as an attorney,” Weaver said. 
“We are not pressing our petition at 
this time because we are honestly 
working for a reduction of what we 
know to be excessive rates, and do 
not wish to become involved in poli- 
tics. At the right time, we probably 
shall offer to the Georgia assembly 
a plan to reorganize the commission 
altogether.” 


The partial report of the committee 
was filed Wednesday by J. Henson 
Tatum, city clerk, and carries the 
names of Councilman J. W. Weaver, 
as chairman, and Alderman John F.

Condition Barred Happy 

Marriage, Autopsy Re- 
veals; Jean Will Not 
Testify Today. 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 7.—(#)— 
Henry Bern, of New Rochelle, N. Y., 
arrived here by airplane tonight to 
learn the secret reason for the suicide 
of his brother, Paul, husband of the 
screen star, Jean Harlow. 


He was taken directly from the air- 
port to Miss Harlow’s bedside in the 
home of her mother, where a group 
of motion picture executives, attorneys 
and physicians awaited with an au- 
topsy report tending to show, it was 
stated by members of the group. that 
Bern, although free from disease and 
pathologically normal, suffered from a 
physical condition preventing a happy 
marriage. 

Among those at the conference was 
Louis B. Mayer, film executive. 

Miss Harlow, her prolonged hys- 
terical outburst over, was calm but 
still too ill, according to her physi- 
cians, to attend the inquest tomorrow. 
In view of the doctors’ report, Coro- 
ner Frank Nance said he would not 
attempt to compel her presence. 

“She is in no condition to be moved 
and it will be absolutely impossible 
for her to testify.” said one of her 
physicians, Dr. Robert Kennicott. 

The coroner, who previously had in- 
sisted on Miss Harlow’s attendance, 
in order that “certain angles of the 
case can be cleared up,” said that 
on word of her physician, he had 
changed his mind and would do noth- 
Ing to endanger the star's health. 

Improvement in her condition was 
indicated by her stepfather, Marino 
Bello. 

“She is just beginning to show a 
little interest in what is going on,” 
he said. “She is still a very sick 
girl, She has asked what is being 
done with Paul’s body, and things 
like that, but that is about all.” 

At her studio it was said. work 
would proceed on the picture in which 
she is starring.

ROOSEVELT FLAY. 
RUMORS’ OF 6.0? 


Governor Invades Ver- 
mont and Gets Assur- 
ances of Support. 


RUTLAND, Vt.. Sept. 7.—(?)— 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, the 
first democrat presidential candidate 
ever to invade republican Vermont, 
rode through its windswept hills in an 
open motor ear today and paid a visit 
to the State fair. 

Speaking impromptu at a luncheon, 
Roosevelt remarked: “I said at Chi- 
cago, after the nomination { would 
break precedents. I am breaking them 
today. 

“I understand no democratic presi- 
dential eandidate ever visited this 
state after the nomination. I think a 
precedent also will be broken in No- 
vember. That's where we are not con- 
ceding Vermont to the republicans.” 
_ Vermont has always voted repub- 
lican in presidential years. 

Mr, Roosevelt asserted that polls 


throughout the country show 20 to 60 
per cent of republican voters will 
support the «democratic ticket this 
year. The same polls, Roosevelt add- 
ed, indicate that very few democrats 
propose to vote for the incumbent of 
the White House. 
Harmony Claimed. 

“This year there is a feeling among 
us democrats,” the democratie cauidi- 
date declared. “There is a unity, al- 
though some republican newspapers 
are trying to make out differently. 
The polls illustrate the existence of 
harmony.” 

Making his last scheduled trip into 
New England before the November 
election, Governor Roosevelt heard 
the prediction that Vermont would 
give him “the largest vote that any 
democratic candidate for the presi- 
dency ever received in the Marble 
State.” 

Riding in an open car on a wind- 

swept day which had the chill of early 
fall, Mr. Roosevelt was met at White- 
hall, N. Y.. near the state line, by Na: 
tional Committeeman Frank Duffy 
and welcoming delegation who escort- 
ed him to the State fair grounds for 
a brief extemporaneous address. 
_It was Duffy who made the predic- 
tion that Roosevelt would draw rec- 
ord-breaking support from democratic 
yoters in Vermont. 

“Mr. Roosevelt has an excellent op- 
portunity to carry the state,” Duffy 
said. Duffy swung his state’s votes 
to the New York governor at the 
Chicago convention.

/ MURPHY VETOES BUDGET COMMISSION PAPER, | 
WARNS AGAINST CONTROL OF BODY BY MAYOR | 


McKee Takes Limelight With Budget Attack 
As Plans of Walker Remain Undetermined 


MAYOR KEY'S PLAN 


Executive Incensed Over 
Acting Mayor’s Action; 
Mayson Gives Opinion 
That Murphy, With Key 
Away, Has Full Power.

Communication of Mayor 
Pro Tem Cites ‘Danger’ 
of Small Body; Millican 
To Renew Fight. 


BY HERMAN D. HANCOCK, 
Acting Mayor J. Charlie Murphy 
Wednesday afternoon vetoed a pro- 


posal to establish a three-man budget 
commission for Atlanta, and in a 
message to council suggested increas- 
ing the body to five to prevent con- 
trol by the mayor. 

Mayor James L. Key, who is in 
Washington in an attempt to borrow 
$10,000,000 from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation for moderniza- 
tion of the sewer system of metro- 
politan Atlanta, asserted he would 
confer with City Attorney James L. 
Mayson in an effort to recall the 
paper from the clerk’s office and ap- 
prove it. 

Key was informed of the veto by 
The Constitution over long-distance 
telephone and said he planned to come 
back to the city Friday. Mayson, 
however, spiked Key’s plans when he 
gave an opinion that the mayor could 
have asked Murphy to withhold action 
un the measure, but. that Key could 
not take an adverse action to that 
taken by the acting mayor. 


Resolution Passed Tuesday. 

The resvlution asking the Georgia 

legislature to set up the commission 
-was passed.Tuesday by council. It 
was presented by the charter revision 
committee, headed by Alderman Alvin 
L. Richards, ¢o-au 6f the meas- 
ure, and bore the signature of Murphy 
as one of the committee members. 
Murphy explained he signed it only 
to pefmit its. introduction, that he did 
not read it and did not sanction its 
provisions, 
In explaining that Murphy, under 
his construction of the law, had abso- 
lute authority in.the premises and 
that Key could not override the veto, 
Mayson said: “The acting mayor has 
every power that the mayor would 
have if he were in the city and acting 
on the measure. I do not-believe Mr. 
Key could approve the _ resolution 
after. Acting Mayor Murphy has ve- 
toed it.” 

“A budget commission such as has 
been proposed is a condition precedent 
to re-establishment of the city’s credit 
and its financial stability.” Key said. 
“If it is possible for me to approre 
the measure after I reach Atlanta 
Friday, I will obtain it from the 
city clerk’s office and affix my ap- 
proval to it. I shall consult City At- 
torney Mayson about it.” 

Richards Scores Message. 

Richards branded Murphy’s message 
of disapproval as “wholly without 
merit” but Alderman G. Everett Mil- 
lican, who has waged a five-year bat- 
tle for a commission, refused to com- 
ment on it. 

“I am greatly surprised and disap- 
pointed with the veto of the resolu- 
tion.” Richards said. “The reasons

wholly without merit, and his sugges- 
tion as to enlargement of the commis 
sion is only the difference between 
tweedledee and tweedledum.” 

Murphy asserted in his message that 
he feele sure Key is jealous of the 
credit of the city and would do noth- 
ing to impair it, but cited the danger 
of a three-man commission, composed 
of the mayor, the chairman of the 
finance committee and the city comp- 
troller as provided in the Richards- 
Milliean resolution. 

Milliecan sponsored the measure ‘“‘to 
prevent over-anticipations of receipts 
and for the purpose of keeping the 
government off the rocks.” Although 
he declined to comment on the veto, it 
ix expected he will offer it again when 
Key is in the city, as it is known 
he and Key concur in the matter. 

Suggests Adding Two. 

Murphy's communication to council 
recommends that the commission be 
so arranged’ as to include the mayor, 
the comptroller, one member of the 
finance committee to be selected by 
council, the senior tax assessor and 
the chairman of the bond sinking 
fund commission. He also recom- 
mends that members of the commis- 
sion be held personally responsible 
for over-anticipation of city receipts 
as council members are at present 
and that council be absolved from any 
responsibility in the anticipations. 

Council approved the commission 
after a hard battle Tuesday. It pro- 
vides in the main for a commission 
composed of three members—the may- 
or, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, whom the mayor selects under 
the present system of committee gov- 
ernment, and the ‘comptroller. The 
trio is responsible for making all an- 
ticipations, which are to be submitted 
to council along with a proposed budg- 
et. The certifications as to receipts 
by the commission cannot be changed 
by council, under the Millican-Rich- 
ards resolution, but the allocations 
can be changed in any way the coun- 
cil sees fit. 

The resolution was a request to the 
Georgia legislature to authorize such 
a commission and clothe it with the 
authority provided in the resolution. 

Millican contended i: arguing for 
its approval by conneil that the pres- 
ent fiseal stress of the government is 
due to the fact that previous councils 
have “gone on spending sprees, mak- 
ing anticipations which they knew 
they would never get and have vir- 
tually forced the city into bankrupt- 
cy.” 

Text of Message. 

Text of Murphy's veto message fol- 
lows: 

“To the General Council of the 
‘City of Atlanta, 
“Gentlemen: 

“T am returning without my ap- 
proval the attached resolution creat- 
ing a budget commission to consist 
of the mayor, comptroller and —chair- 
man of the finance committee of city 
council, 

“I recognize the advisability of 
placing every safeguard upon the fi- 
nances of the city, and in principle 
believe the establishment of a budget 
commission would be a further protec. 
tion against over-anticipation. TI ecan- 
not agree, however, with the plan 
as set forth in the attached resolu. 
tion for the following reasons: 


‘The commission created under this 
resolution could be definitely controlled 
by one man, namely, the mayor, 1! 
doubt seriously the advisability of 
ereating a commission that could he 
controlled by any one man. It is true 
that the chairmar of the finance com: 
mittee must he a member of genera) 
council, vet the chairman of that com. 
mission conld he controlled by a mary- 
or if he saw fit to exercise his power. 
T am sure under the present adminis 
tration that the power would be exer. 
cised to protect the financial credit 
of the city and prevent over-anticina: 
tion, but T ean well conceive of other 
mayors being elected who might not 
have the same regard for the finan- 
cial safety of the city. 

Other Changes Asked. 


“There are other changes which to 
my mind obviously should be made 
in the resolution hefore being pre 
sented to the legislature. One in par. 
ticular is that the members of the 
budget commission should be made 
personally liable for over-anticipation, 
as is the case at present with mem- 
hers of general council. For the 
same reason I think that if members 
of general council are deprived of any 
nuthority with respect to anticipations 
the personal liability for over-antici- 
pations over which they would have 
no control ought to he removed, and 
that provision should be included aa 
a part of any resolution seeking the 
establishment of such a commission. 
Certainly it would not be fair to con- 
tinue to hold a councilman or alder- 
man personally liable for over-antici- 
pation and give the authority to an 
independent agency.

“One of the largest” utility’ com- 
panies gave the valuation of proper- 
ties for rate-making purposes at 
$261,000.000 and returned the prop- 
erties for taxation at $45,500,000, the 
report contends, 

Excerpts from the report ‘ollow: 

“Your committee has been in com- 
munication with each county in the 
state anid finds that the entire state 
is being charged an excessive rate for 
service rendered the people, but that 
‘ufficient time bas not elapsed for a 
thorough investigation. 


“However, we wish to report prog- 
ress and to lay before council some 
recommendations which should be 
considered by the people of the state 
at the present time. 

“In our opinion, there is no more 
vital question befor: 
Georgia than the present utility rates 
which have been put on during or im- 
mediately following the war, when lJa- 
bor and material were very high. Now, 
labor and material alike have been re- 
duced, employes laid off, one employe 
doing two employes’ work, hours have 
been extended from eight to ten, 
twelve, fourteen and some go as far 
as sixteen, other business throughout 
the country has fallen off in some 
instances, 70 per cent, whereas, the 
volume of busine’ of the utilities has 
been maintained either at an increase 
or at a very small decrease, and the 
income from the properties, owing to 
excessive - rices, ‘iave been maintained 
at a much higher level than any oth- 
er business, yet the public service com- 
mission has not reduced these rates, 
nor even undertaken to do so, nor 
have they called upon the various utili- 
ties for a showing why thy should 
not be reduced in spite of the fact 
that all other business has reduced 
to a subnormal level.

CRAWFORDVILLE, Ga., Sept. 7. 
Eugene Talmadge, candidate for gov- 
ernor, addressed a crowded courthouse 


at Crawfordville at 3 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon.,

CHATHAM BACKING 
CLAIMED BY CRISP 


Congressman Given Ova- 
tion in Speech,at Savan- 
nah. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 7.—Ac- 
claimed by thousands as “the next 
United States senator from Georgia, 
Representative Charles R. Crisp con- 
tinued his invasion of south Georgia 
territory with another spirited ad- 
dress tonight before a giant assem- 
blage of Chatham county citizens. 

The speech of the Georgia congress- 
man, dean of the state delegation in 
the lower house, came at the end of 
a day given over almost entirely to 
a series of conferences with friends 
and admirers, who journeved to Sa- 
vannah to bring him assurances of a 
clean sweep in adjoining counties, 

Thousands of his fellow Georgians 
from this section packed the municipal 
auditorium to the rafters and gave 
voice to uproarious applause as he 
assailed his opponent for his cam- 
paign of “abuse and misrepresenta- 
tion.” 

As Congressman Crisp, chairman ol 
the most powerful legislative commit- 
tee in the national lawmaking body, 
prepared to move on the coastal re- 
gion, where two speeches will be made 
tomorrow in Glynn and Camden coun- 
ties, his tour assumed the proportions 
of a victorious march. Faced with 
the realization that the primary is 
just a week ahead, his followers have 
been spurred into vigorous action and 
on every side pledges were given him 
of substantial majorities. 

Despite the activity of his oppo 
nent, Judge Crisp’s army of volunteer 
workers expressed confidence in his 
ability to make a sweep of south Geor- 
gia territory. He is now conceded 
Chatham county by a wide margin. 

Again denouncing his opponent for 
the campaign of misrepresentation and 
distortion of his official record en- 
gaged in during his invasion of south 
Georgia last week, Judge Crisp called 
upon the people of Georgia to give 


him such a majority as would down, 


once and for all political tactics of 
that kind in the state. 

“In a time like this,” he said, “any 
man.who distorts another’s record and 
by those tactics seeks to array class 
against class in an appeal to passion 
and prejudice should be declared a 
public enemy. The economic stress of 
the country demands that candidates 
for offices of high trust deal more 
with issues of the hour and none with 
false discussion.” 

Reminding his great audience that 
the democratic party stands on the 
threshhold of another presidential vic- 
tory, Judge Crisp brought wild en- 
thusiasm when he outlined a_ part 


of the reform program he said the | 
party would undertake once it is re-| 


stored to power in Washington. 
“Instead of the campaign of per- 
sonal abuse and distortion conducted 
hy my opponent,” he said. “shouldn't 
it be more important to the citizenry 
of Georgia that we pitch our bids 
for support on a plane of issues hav- 
ing a bearing on what we all hope 
to see the democratic party accom- 
plish during the next four years? The 
critical hour demands a campaign 
of issues and not personalities.” 
Judge Crisp then -explained that 
from the moment he returned to the 
state he had been forced to devote the 
greater part of his campaign to a 
refutation of the many statements 
made by his opponent in “a wilfull 
distortion” of his record. He also 
rebuked Governor Russell scathingly 
for the series of whispered reports 
that have been circulated against him 
and his headquarters. staff, declar- 
ing that each day has brought some 
new word to him of the “utterly 
false” stories circulated by his oppo- 
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nent. Several of these he named, 
including the charge that on the floor 
of the house he had once made a 
speech saying any man working in 
overalls was entitled to no more than 
a dollar a day in pay. Denoncing the 
canard, he offered to retire from the 
race if anyone produ a copy of 
the Congressional Record with any 
such remark attributed to him. 

Pointing out that there were two 
sides to the jute question, that the 
old farmers alliance of a generation 
ago had tried it out only to discard 
the use of coton bagging as a sub- 
stitute, he charged the governor with 
deliberately telling the farmers of the 
state that he (Crisp) was against a 
jute tariff, when. as a matter of fact, 
he said, the official record would 
show that he had sought to have such 
a tariff imposed. He called as wit- 
nesses in his support Will Vereen, of 
Moultrie: Cason Callaway, of La- 
Grange, and Harvie Jordan, of Geor- 
gia and South Carolina. at whose re- 
quest, he said, he had arranged a 
hearing before the tariff-making com- 
mittee of the house to consider the 
subject. 

Before dismissing the subject, Judge 
Crisp riddled the governor's state- 
ment that the substitution of cotton 
bagging for jute would result in an 
increased cotton consumption of 2,- 
000.000 to 3,000,000 bales. 

“Think of requiring 2,000,000 to 3,- 
000,000 bales to wrap our annual cot- 
ton crop of 12.000,000 to 15,000,000 
bales,” declared Judge Crisp. ‘The 
govenor, as usual, is grossly misin- 
formed. Expert testimony before the 
house ways and means committee at 
the time the subject was considered 
brought out the fact that it would 
require no more than 200,000 bales. 
The governor is substituting millions 
for thousand. 

“But if the farmers of Georgia want 
a tariff on jute,” he continued, “T’ll 
give them what they want, and in this 
respect my position has not changed 
one iota from what is was before I 
became a candidate for the senate. 
My opponent is merely trying to mis- 
represent it in an appeal to prej- 
udice. And I’ll go a_ step further. 
If after we get a tariff on jute the 
farmers find they don’t want it, just 
as they did once hefore, I'll have it 
reepaled for them.” —

According to reports appearing 
in the Savannah Morning News the 
_Russell campaign committee is dis- 
tributing in Chatham county a cir- 
cular stating that the voters of the 
county are under “‘obligation”’ to 
vote for the governor in the race 
for the senate. : 

This political obligation, accord- 
ing to the circular, exists because 
the governor has appointed several 
citizens of Savannah to honorary 
positions, only one of which, that 
of state barber inspector, has any 
emolument attached to the position, 
and that so small as to be scarcely 
noticeable. 

One of the appointees, Beach 
Edwards, who was named on the 
governor’s staff, has resigned be- 
cause of his feeling that as between 
Russell and Crisp he feels it his pa- 
triotic duty to support the latter 
for the senate.

The claim of the Russell circu- 
lar is stingingly rebuked by T. May- 
hew Cunningham, one of the lead- 
ing attorneys of Georgia. He shows 
that the governor, while passing a 
few tin-plate honors to Chatham 
county, turned down the name of 
every Savannah man proposed to 
him for a substantial position. 

Especially was this true in his se- 
lection of appointees for the court 
of appeals and the six assistant at- 
torney-generals provided for by the 
legislature. Although the Savan- 
nah bar is one of the strongest in 
the state, not a single one of its 
members was selected for these im- 
portant and remunerative positions. 

Since, however, Chatham county 
is urged to emphasize the impor- 
tance of “consideration” in influ- 
encing the vote of the county, it is 
well enough to ponder just what 
would be the wisest course for its 
voters to pursue from that view- 
point.

A forward step towards economy 
and businesslike administration of 
the financial affairs of the mu- 
nicipal government was taken. by 
city council when it acted in favor 
of a measure asking the general as- 
sembly to authorize the establish- 
ment of a budget commission for 
the city.

STRIKING FARMERS 
REPULSE DEPUTIES 


100 Officers and Cara- 
vans Turned Back by 
Pickets in Iowa. 


SIOUX CITY, Iowa, Sept. 7.—(#) 
Rallying around an American flag, a 
crowd of striking farmers today re- 
pulsed 100 sheriff's deputies who tried 
to provide safe passage through pick- 
et lines neat here for a caravan of 
live stock trucks, 

As the officers in four iarge trucks 
bore down upon the angered farmers, 
the strikers raised the flag and, with 


shouts of “this is our country” closed 
in on the machines, hurled sticks and 
stones at the deputies, and turned the 
trucks around, 

The farmers, who as members of 
the National Farmers’ Holiday Asso- 
ciation, seeks increased farm prices 
by attempting to keep produce from 
markets, congregated at James, a 
crossroads village nine miles from 
here, early today following reports of 
the truck movement. They numbered 
about 500. 

A few hours after the encounter, 
W. C. Daniels, of Sergeant Bluff, 
chairman of the Woodbury County 
Farm Holiday Association, declared 
a truce in the strike except on High- 
way 75, on which today’s clash oc- 
curred, 

On this road, Plymouth county 
pickets refused to abandon their posts 
despite appeals from’ their leaders, 
with roads from Nebraska and South 
Dakota open to traffic, trucks carry- 
ing cattle and hogs entered the mar- 
kets without incident. 

Although Sheriff R. E. Rippey’s 
deputies carriec rifles, shotguns, base- 
ball bats and clubs, they did not shoot, 
but put down their weapors when 
the farmers surrounded their trucks. 
Several officers were hit by stones, 
but were not seriously hurt. 

It. was learned that strikers became 
embittered over an episode Tuesday, 
when Sheriff Rippey, of Plymouth 
county, and a few deputies escorted 
several trucks through the lines. One 
shot was fired then. Rippey said one 
of his men shot into the air. ; 

After today’s clash, Rippey return- 
ed to the 22 truck drivers, who await- 
ed him at a point a mile beyond 
James, and advised them to return 
to their homes in various parts of 
northwestern Iowa. This they did. 

Tonight Sheriff Rippey was inves- 
tigating rumors that the strikers had 
planned to ignite gasoline on the road 
if the trucks succeeded in getting 
through the first picket lines and that 
dynamite had been placed under a 
bridge between here and James. 

Rippey declared he would not ask 
for military aid unless Plymouth 
county residents demanded it. 

As a precautionary measure, how- 
ever, all Sioux City police were called 
in from their beats and ordered to

The three things a man values most are life, liberty and money. 

Knowing this to be true, the law deprives him of one or more of 
these things when he deserves punishment. 

But this form: of punishment, however beneficial to the criminal and ‘ 
the state, neither benefits nor compensates the victim. 

If a man borrows your money or obligates himself to pay money for 
your goods, the law requires him to pay. : 

If he steals your money, the law attempts to punish him but makes 


no effort to obtain justice for you. 


_. If a man in your employ is injured, or if a man is run down and 
injured by your automobile, the law enables him or his surviving ‘de- 
pendents to obtain compensation from you. : 

But if a man maims or kills you with a lethal weapon, the law ob- 


tains vengeance on his person and re 


pensate you or your family.

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covers a self-liquidating project, it is

The definition of self-liquidating 
projects which the corporation will he 
guided by in authorizing loans reals 
as follows: 

“A project shall be deemed to he 
self-liquidating if such project wil] be 
made self-supporting and financially 
solvent and if the construction cost 
thereof will be returned within a 
reasonable period by means of tolls, 
fees, rents or other charges, or by 
such other means (other than by tax- 
ation) as may be prescribed by the 
a which provide for the pro}- 
ect. 


_ This provision of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation act clearly 
imposes the requirement that in or- 
der to be eligible for a loan. the pruj- 
ect must be one which will produce 
sufficient revennes to make it “‘seif- 
supporting” and to return its con- 
struction cost within a reasonable pe- 
riod. But taxation is expressly ex- 
cluded as a source of revenue for such 
purposes, 


However, the corporation has con- 
cluded that “if the project meets these 
requirements its eligibility will not be 
affected by the fact that the power 
of taxation is additionally available 
for the payment of the loan.” 

“I never heard of a sewer project 
that was self-liquidating,” said thea 
mayor, “but that doesn’t mean that 
it can’t be.” 

But whether the proposed sewer 
renovation is self-liquidating or not. 
the corporation is empowered to make 
loans to. or contracts with municipali- 
ties, political subdivisions of states, 
public agencies of states, public cor- 
porations, boards and commissions 
and public municipal instrumentalities 
of any given state. 

The loan or contract also must be 
to aid in financing a project au- 
thorized under federal, state or mu- 
nicipal law. 

It is understood that the corpora- 
tion had some 200 or more self-ligui- 
dating loan applications on file and 
that those from New Orleans, San 
Franciseo and New York will receive 
“first attention” by the board of di- 
rectors, 

When applications are received they

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Von Papen May Dissolve 
Recalcitrant Reichstag 
To Preserve Power. 


BERLIN, Sept. 7.—(4)—The gov- 
ernment prepared today to plunge 
Germany into the turmoil of another 
election, the fifth this year, in the 
event that the reichstag proves recal- 
citrant when it meets again next week. 

The date tentatively selected for the 
voting is November 6. The election 
will be held if the reichstag is deter- 
mined to place on its agenda a mo- 
tion of no-confidence in the ministry 
of Chancellor Franz Von Papen or a 
measure designed to cancel the eco- 
nomic program drawn up by the chan- 
cellor and made effective by emergency 
decree, | 

‘On the day the new reichstag held 
its first session—August 30—Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg signed an_un- 
dated decree dissolving the richstag, 
and the chancellor may wield this club 
whenever he sees fit. 

The decision to hold another elec- 
tion was based on the government be- 
lief that the Von Papen ministry is 
much stronger with the public now 
than it was at the time of the- last 
election when it had been in office 
only a short time. 

Negotiations looking toward a coal- 
ition of Adolf Hitler’s national social- 
ists and the centrist party were con- 
tinued today, but government observ- 
ers asserted they were not likely to 
lead to a result that would be satis- 
factory to President Von Hindenburg. 

Hence, the only chance of the reichs- 
tag avoiding dissolution was through 
adjournment, which would mean tacit 
tol@ration of the Von Papen minis- 
try. The government has unly a hand- 
ful of supporters in the legislature and 
the chancellor has indicated that he 
would forestall any vote of no-confi- 
dence by promulgating the decree of 
dissolution. 

While the government proceeded 
with its plan to cope with the reichs- 
tag, public interest was centered in 
the diplomatic negotiations with 
France over Germany's demand for 
equality in armaments with other na- 
tious. Publication of the text of Der- 
lin's aide memoire to France show 
that the reich would withdraw from 
the world disarmament conference un- 
less the arms question was settled to 
her satisfaction. 

Arms Stand Reiterated. | A 

“Tt is already certain today,” For- 
eign Minister Baron Konstantin Von 
Meurath said in an interview, “that 
ijt is impossible for Germany to par- 
ticipate in further deliberations at the 
disarmament conference before the 
question of Germany’s equality has 
been clarified in principle. We have 
offered for debate the question of our 
equality, not our arming.”

VERSAILLES TREATY 
IS UPHELD BY FRANCE 


PARIS, Sept. 7.—(#)—The cabi- 
net’s reply to the recent German re- 
quest for arms equality was under- 
stood to maintain that Germany's 
armaments were fixed by the Ver- 
sailles treaty, and that neither nation 


can modify the document that ended |- 


the World War. 

The answer also was unofficially 
believed to infer that the real mean- 
ing of the German move is an attempt 
to increase the reich’s armaments. 

The general tenor of the French 
note was expected to be that the an- 
swer to Germany’s demand lies in a 
better organization for peace. 

The reference to the ‘Versailles 
treaty was understood to be in a sum- 
mary of the political questions raised 
by the German aide memoire. (Cer- 
many would be reminded that the Ver- 
sailles treaty called for a general re- 
duction, rather than an augmentation 
of armaments. 

Although the official communique 
issue at the conclusion of the session 
gave no hint of what had happened, 
it was learned that the French note 
probably will be forwarded to Berlin 
Friday and will be published the early 
part of next week.

ON BUILDING PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(?)— 
Rapid progress on the $700,000,000 
public building program was reported 
today by the treasury department in 
a review of authorized projects. 

The report said that specifie au- 
thorizations aggregated $496,463,942 
and that 230 buildings costing $71,- 
400,219 had already been completed. 
It further reported 382 projects with 
a total cost limit of $324,588,323 were 
under contract either in whole or in 


part. 

In regard to 136 projects costing 
$42,172,900, the treasury said they 
either were in the specification stage 
or that bids had been received for 
their construction. Sixteen projects to 
cost $2,534,500 were reported in the 
drawing stage, while plans for 39 
projects, costing $17,673,000, were 
being drafted by private architects, 

It was explained that Secretary 
Mills had not yet determined on the 
expenditure of the $100,000,000 pro- 
vided in the relief act for public build- 
ings. However, it was said that if 
Secretary Mills ruled that funds could 
be made available for this construc- 
tion the money would be applied to 
the $700, 000 program. 

The entiré program calls for the 
construction of 1,800 buildings in the 
District of Columbia and throughout 
the country. Under Secretary Ballan- 
tine estimated that 80 additional proj- 
ects would be placed on contract dur- 
ing this fiscal year, even though Sec- 
retary Mills did not authorize the re- 
lief construction.

DAYTON, Ohio, Sept. 7.—(/)— 
Complete revision of methods of pro- 


products was termed the only cure 
for economic distress by Norman 
Thomas, socialist candidate for presi- 
dent, in an address here tonight. 

Asserting that present conditions 
are the result of the “mismanagement 
of capitalism.” Thomas assailed the 
policies .of President . Hoover and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and .declared 
the activities of both major parties 
amount to “meaningless hodgepodge 
intended-only for furtherance-of politi- 
cal ambitions.” a 

Thomas advocated the establishment 
of an unemployment insurance fund 
to be raised by a tax on corporations 
and individual incomes’ exceeding 
$3,000 a year. He outlined the social- 
ist plan for alleviation of economic iils 
through public ownership of utilities 
and natural resources, 

Pointing out that his party's plat- 
form calls for a national wave of 
pacifism, the presidential candidate 
said that armament reduction would 
be possible if the world functioned 
as a major unit for the mutual benefit 
of all its people. ; 

Declaring that “unemployment ean 
be repealed only by adoption of the 
social order.” Thomas urged the so- 
cialists to unite their voting strength 
in the November election to obtain 
“constructive government.” 

Thomas said recent disorders in 
Ohio's coal strike fields could be cur- 
tailed by- offers of food and clothing 
rather than by the use of national 
guardsmen.

The manufacture by volunteer 
workers of 143,000 yards of govern- 
ment cloth into clothes for needy per- 
sons was formally launched Wednes- 
day at the headquarters of the local 
Red Cross chapter, 289 1-2 Peachtree 
street, where the special relief and 
the Community Chest committee is- 
sued an appeal for the donation of 
more sewing machines and the serv- 
ices of more volunteer workers. 

The work has really been in prog- 
ress for the last three days during 
which the produetion committee has 
turned out 150 garments. The gov- 
ernment has allotted the Red Cross 
143,000 yards of coton cloth, of which 
26.000 yards has been received. 

The government donated 500,000 
bales of cotton held by the farm board 
and arrangements were made with cot- 
ton mills to convert it into cloth for 
the Red Cross. The cloth is of ex- 
ceptional quality, and consists of five 
grades, prints, gingham and the like, 
in pleasing patterns, 

The cloth is being made into shirts, 
dresses and  underclothes. Special 
speed is being put into the work now 
in order to provide clothes for school 
children. 

The cloth is being converted into 
clothes exclusively by the Red Cross. 
Several organization already have re- 
sponded with volunteer workers, but 
an appeal is made to women and 
sewing clubs of Atlanta to work with 
the Red Cross. Women are asked to 
give or lend their sewing machines to 
working groups. 

The committee stressed the fact 
that the Red Cross will not itself 
distribute the clothes, but will turn 


for distribution: Family Welfare So- 
ciety, Special Relief Commitete, Sal- 
vation Army, Federation of Jewish 
Charities, a Child Welfare Associa- 
tion and Travelers Aid Society.

When Not To Bid 


Allow me to touch on a _ subject 
which may, outwardly, seem a con- 
tradiction to most of my previous 
preachings. The Approach-Forcing 
System has always advocated consid- 
erable aggressiveness in bidding, wiaen- 
ever possible and whenever your hand 
merits it; but what I am anxious to 
bri.g up is the way in which this 
privilege is abused, I have found 
that JO per cent of the time that any 
two fine players fail to reach a game 
or Slam that is in the hands for 
them, it is due to some doubtful bid 
that has been made by either one vl 
them earlier in the contracting, which, 
because of «the fact that it has been 

ide, ties the hands of the offender 
and inhibits him from giving his part- 
ner any future chance on the haud. 

I have remarked many times in the 
past, and not entirely facetiously, on 
the “never pass” principle; but this, 
of course, must be taken with a grain 
of salt. Many instances come to my 
mind. Suppose your partner. has 
opened the bidding with one spade. 
the next hand bids two hearts, and 
you have i: your hand: 

Spades, Q 5 4 Hearts, 7 6 
Dia nonds, K J 9 2 Clubs, QJ 83 

I have received dozens of letters 
asking what the proper bid is on 
this and similar hands. I answer, 
witheut hesitation, “Pass.” Unless 
yotr partner can find a free Rebid, 
there is no game in the hand for you. 
If you should bid two notrump with- 
out heart step, and your partner 


bids three notrump, you will probably 


go down, whereas there may he a 
spade ‘game for you. but you have 
tied your own hands. Should you 
force the bidding to three-odd by bid- 
ding one of your weak minor suits, 
your partner may cither pass and 
leave you in a bad contract or raise 
your minor suit to four, again tying 
your hands, as four spades or three 
notrump may be the proper place to 
play the hand. If you bid two spades, 
vartner may bid four, whereas, three 
notrump might be the proper spot. 
However, if you pass and your part- 
ner vids two spades, you can take 
him.te game in spades; if he bids two 
notrump, you can bid three notrump. 
If he, in turn, bids one of the minors, 
you can certainly support either one 
of them. Thus, by passing this doubt- 
ful holding the first time, despite the 
fact that you hold over 1 1-2 honor- 
tricks, you are giving yourself full 
rein to make any further bids ind 


help yourself and your partner reach 
the proper declaration. 

There is another situation which I 
would touch upon briefly. East has 
opened the bidding with one spade: 
he © vulnerable. You South, are 
second man, not vulnerable, and hold 
the following hand: 

Spades. K Q98 Hearts, A Q 2 
Diamonds, A J 9 5 Clubs, K 7 

Hee is another time where a pass 
would be the best bid possible, but 
for a different reason. If you double 
for a Takeout, the chances are about 
100 to 1 that your partner will not 
leave you in, which is as it should 
be: if you bid two diamonds, the 
enemy is automatically rescued from 
the self-laid trap. What have you to 
lose by passing? A set of 300 or 
mors seems assured. Should your 
partner have sufficient strength to 
produce a game for you, the set might 
econce_vably be as much as 500 or 700. 
In either event, the set would be 
greater than you could possibly score 
as a non-vulnerable Declarer. In ad- 
dition, if you pass, the oppenents may 
get even higher, and get into further 
trouble, but even in the worst possi- 
ble case, if East's one spade bid should 
be passed all around, you will still 
probably get a better result than you 
would have, had you bid.

In a very enlightening article pub- 
lished in a Sunday supplement of 4| 
great daily, 
writes of the perfect parent and lays 
down several rules for parents to fol- 
low if they are to fulfill their whole 
duty to their children. They are as 
follows: 

“(1) Perfect parents would accept 
the social responsibility of parenthood ; 
(2) they would recognize and allow 
for the inheritances which they have 
handed on to their children; (3) they 
would acknowledge their child to be 
an individual with his own character- 
istics and his own life to live; (4) they 
would realize that though their child 
is an individual, ne must live as part 
of a social group; (5) they would 
know that children sometimes must 
accept responsibility and stand on 
their own feet; (6) they would fore- 
see that some time children must 
think, judge and act for themselves, 
and that to do these things wisely they 
must accumulate their own set of val- 
ues; and (7) last of all, perfect par- 
ents would understand their child and 
have the ability—the rare ability—to 
really project themselves into his 
life.” 

Bertrand Russell says there are 
three stages in arrival at a scientific 

First, observing significant 

Second, arriving at hypothe- 
ses which, if true, would account 
for said facts. Third, deducing from 
these hypotheses consequences that 
can be tested by observation. These 
are the stages by which the students 
of parent and child psychology have 
arrived at their conclusions concern- 
ing the rearing of children. If 
this sounds academic to the reader 
by the suggested method let us work 
out the law for ourselves. 

I have in mind two parents who 
were conscientious and even devout. 
They were a loving couple with each 
other and in so far as they understood 
what was required of them they met 
those requirements day in and day out.

life, yet they reared a family of moral 
The friends and neighbors 
looked on in amazed pity and exclaim- 
ed, “What's the use of trying to set | 
the feet of children on the right paths | 
when you look at this family and see | 
the tragedy that is writing itself inte | 
this family history!” 

In the light of the new learning 
it was not hard to discern the 
causes of the mournful eventuality 
in that family. These parents vio- 
lated all but one of the seven re- 
quirements of the writer quoted 
above. They did accept the social 
responsibility of parenthood. But 
they didn’t allow for the inherited 
traits of their children, they didn’t 
recognize their children as individ- 
uals, entitled to live their own 
lives, nor did they recognize their 
children as part of any social group 
except their own family group. 
They assumed full responsibility for 
their children, never permitting them 
to stand on their own feet or make 
their own decisions, or accumulate 


their own set of values and in con- 
sequence they were not able to pro- 
ject themselves into the lives of 
their children because they recog- 
nized no life apart from their own.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 7.— 
(P)—A picture of the expanding uni- 
verse would be something like that 
of a rubber balloon steadily inflated, 
Sir Arthur Eddington, celebrated as- 
tronomical authority of the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge, England, told 
members of the International As- 
tronomical Union here tonight. 

“Imagine a rubber balloon to rep- 
resent spherical space,” he said. 

“In. our three dimensions, length, 
breadth and thickness all ought to be 
in the rubber skin of the balloon; so 
we have to sacrifice one of them in 
the model, but that does not matter 
yery seriously. 

“Imagine the galaxies to be im- 
bedded in the rubber. Now let the 
balloon be steadily inflated; that’s 
the expanding universe. 

‘The galaxies are supposed to be 
dotted all over the balloon’s surface. 
Our observational knowledge, how- 
ever, is limited to a portion which 
forresponds roughly to.the size of 
India on a terrestrial gichbe. Each 
galaxy has galaxies all round it. None 
is central and none at the outside. 
That ‘is why we have to use spheri- 
cal space. 

“You could not construct a system 
like that in space as we have com- 
monly imagined it. Of course, as the 
balloon dilates, the rubber stretches 
and the galaxies embedded in it re- 
cede from one another. That is the 
motion of recession that we observe.” 
Sir Arthur impressed upon the sev- 
eral hundred distinguished astrono- 
mers gathered from all parts of the 
world to hear the principal address 
of a week of scientific discussion that 
“all change is relative.” 

“The universe is expanding 
tively to our common standards. Our 
common standards are shrinking rela- 
tively to the size of the universe.

“Just as predicted,” he said, “the 
remote spiral nebulae appear to be 
running away from us and the velocity 
of recession increases in proportion to 
the distance. ‘hey are not avoiding us 
—everyone is having the same expe- 
rience, The disturbing thing is the rate 
at which expansion is going on. 

“The system doubles its diameter in 
1,300,000,.000 -ears at the present rate. 

“In 1915, Einstein had by his new 
theory anc law of gr<vitation brought 
a large part of the domain of physics 
to good order. There was only one 
place where it did not seem to work 
properly and that was infinity. 

“Einstein showe’ his greatness in 
the simple, drastic way with which he 
dealt with the difficulties of infinity. 
He just abolished infinity. 

“He inserted another term in his 
law of gravitation which had the ef-
